Me., Oct. 12.— Federal sleuths, operating with 
characteristic precision, today erased with a hail of machine 
gun lire the notorious Al Brady gang of midwest outlaws. 
Swept to swift death as the federals struck suddenly 
were Brady, leader of the gang, and Clarence Shaffer, Jr., 
one of his henchmen. 
A third member, James Palhover, threw down his pistol 
and surrendered after a machine gun bullet flecked his nose. 
Ile was quickly lodged in a jail cell. 
Only one G-man suffered injury and he, Walter Walsh, 
was shot in the shoulder. At the Eastern Maine General 
hospital, surgeons said they believed his wound was not 
serious.
